No. 3/7/967Public. —The President has leamt, with deep regret, of the death, in Calcutta, of Mother Teresa, at 
2130 hours on 5th September, 1997. In her passing away, India has lost one of its noblest Citizens and one of the 
greatest social workers of all time, 

2. Mother Teresa was bom on 26th August, 1910 in Skopje, Yugoslavia, to Nicholas Bojaxhiu and Dranafile 
Bemai. She lost her father when she was barely seven years old. She was only twelve when she felt the urge to 
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become a nun. She came into contact with Father Jambrcnkovic who became a pastor in 1925 and who started a 
branch of a Society called the Sodality of the Blessed Virgin Mary. With her association with this Society, Mother 
Teresa learnt about the lives of saints, missionaries and Yugoslav Jesuits who went on a Mission to the Bengal 
Province of India in 1924. She felt compelled in her heart that her vocation was to serve the poor. At the age of 
eighteen, she decided to leave home to become a nun and left for India in 1928, 

3. On her arrival in Calcutta, Mother Teresa went to Coreto Novitiate, Daijeeling on 16th January, 1929, 
After completing her Novitiate, she was sent to teach at St. Mary School, a part of Loreto Convent in the Calcutta 
suburb of Entally, which also functioned as an orphanage for children of all denominations. She remained there for 
17 years, first as a teacher and then, from 1937, as its Principal. 

4. Close on the heels of the outbreak of World War II, came the Great Famine of 1942-43. Mother Teresa 
was faced with the prospect of 200 starving children on her hand. This was followed by the Partition of India with 
the largest human migration in history. All these painful events had a profound effect on Mother Teresa and she 
decided to renounce Loreto and serve the poor in the streets, She was no stranger to poverty in Calcutta. She opened 
her first dispensary at St. Teresa’s School in 1948 and started sewing classes in its verandah. Soon after Indepen¬ 
dence, Mother Teresa acquired Indian Citizenship. 

5. Slowly and gradually, Mother Teresa spread the activities of her Institutions which came to be known as 
Missionaries of Charity. These included child welfare, educational schemes, family visiting, day creches, feeding 
programmes, homes for the alcholic, night shelters, dispensaries, leprosy clinics, rehabilitation centres, and homes 
for the abandoned, crippled and mentally retarded, unwed mothers, sick and dying destitutes and AIDS patients. 
Educational activities included various schools and sewing, commercial and handicraft classes. Under the Apos¬ 
tolic listing were prison visiting, family contacts, Catholic action Groups and Sunday Schools. 

6. In 1960, Mother Teresa opened her first home outside Calcutta in Ranchi, Bihar and by December 1995, 
she had established more than 559 houses in 115 countries. She also opened homes for the destitutes in many 
countries to serve the poor and needy. 

7. In recognition of her unique work, she was conferred with the World's highest honours and awards. She 
was awarded Padma Shri by Government of India in 1962 followed by Bharat Ratna-the Highest Civilian Award of 
India in 1980. She was conferred Nobel Peace Prize in 1979, and the Order of Merit was presented to her by Queen 
Elizabeth in 1984. Mother Teresa accepted these awards in humility in the name of the poor, whom she and her 
Missionaries of Charity so devotedly served. 

8. The hallmark of Mother Teresa’s work has been respect for the individual and the individual’s worth and 
dignity. The loneliest and the most wretched, the dying destitute, the abandoned lepers were received by her with 
warm compassion. Mother Teresa was a quiet but courageous crusader who launched a mission of mercy and 
compassion, reaching out to alleviate the suffering of millions the world over—the nameless, voiceless, homeless, 
depressed and dispossessed. She was one of those rare persons who transcended all barriers of race, religion, creed 
and nation. 

9. Mother Teresa rendered yeoman service to the poorest of poor with humility, faith, love and compassion.
